clals authorized by themselves as

I the public is defenceless 
against the machinations. of any 
group of adventurers who have 
neither money nor reputation to 
lose and whose ‘single. purpose ig to 
exploit the system for their own 
benefit. As regards the formation 
of, new companies the position is 
less unsatisfactory; but even here 
there are cases of gross and reckless 
extravagance, carried on under the 
forms of the law. m which the 
Board of Trade has fou itself 
hélpless, to give. adequate protection 
to the insuring public. 

Abart from this particular Clase 
of tases, the committee finds many 
examples of reprehensible extrava- 
ane.
